are your servants. 
What we do, we 


try to do for you. 
If we satisfy you, 


you continue us in office. 
If you find 


more faithful and efficient represent- 
atives, you ^ dismiss1 us and put them 
in. On election day you notify us of 
your decision and we bow to it. 


Under our system 
the machinery 


of government cannot be run by a 
crowd of independent individuals. It 
must be administered by public ser- 
vants who are in agreement with one 
another as to what to do and how to 
do it. In other words, the machinery 
of government 
in State and 
nation 


must be operated by a party. Which 
iwrty shall 
do it: 
the
